Health certificates 
will be furnished where required to ship into any state or territory. Calfhood vac- 


cination has been practiced for many years in the herd. 


3. Certificate of registry with transfers entered and recorded in the buyer's 
name will be furnished with each lot sold and an application will be furnished for 


every calf at foot and every calf carried in dam. 


4. The DONAHOE Herd is backed by an enviable reputation gained through 
good management and honest business practices. The pedigrees are correct and the 


cattle are healthy. 


Nearly every cow in the herd either has a calf at foot or shows every evidence 
of being well forward in calf.

To My Shorthorn Friends 


It is with extreme regret that I announce my retirement from the 
breeding of Shorthorn cattle. For almost twenty years we have striven to 
develop and produce a type of Shorthorn here at Don Hill Farms that we 
conceived to be the “Modern Type” and which we liked to refer to as a 
“big little cow’; in other words, a cow with a good sized body but short 
legged. In doing this we carefully selected our female herd and more 
carefully chose the bulls to use on these females. Divide Gold Ring from 
the Wharton Allen herd was used first, followed by Edellyn Loyal Mer- 
cury, a son of Calrossie Mercury. He was in turn replaced by Edellyn 
Royal Leader 19th, probably the greatest breeding son of Edellyn Royal 
Leader. This bull needs no introduction, he made his mark in the show 
and sale ring. There are 23 of his daughters and 4 sons in the sale. 


Our present herd bull, Gregg Farms Mercury, that sells in the sale is 
a grandson of Calrossie Mercury. He, too, has left his imprint on the 
breed, having been Reserve Grand Champion at the Iowa State Fair, The 
American Royal, and The San Francisco Cow Palace, as well as a first 
place winner at the International Livestock Show. In 1952 he sired the 
Grand Champion Female at the Congress Sale in Chicago. He, too, has 
many daughters in this sale, and most of the cows are carrying his 
service. 


This herd has never been pampered in any way. They have been 
kept as a breeding herd. The sturdy, blocky calves that many of the cows 
have at side, as well as the long breeding dates of the others will attest 
to that fact. 


We have practiced calfhood vaccination since the inception of the 
herd so that everything on the farm has been vaccinated. 


I shall not lose my interest in Shorthorn Cattle, and shall continue 
to do all I can to promote what I firmly believe is the finest breed of 
beef cattle in existence.

His sire was the all-American 
favorite, Edellyn Royal Leader, and his dam, Village Beauty A 4th, a granddaughter of Calrossie Com- 
mand is considered one of the top females ever to leave Edellyn Farms. In 1945 he was champion 
at the Sioux Empire and South Dakota State Fair, the only times shown. He is probably one of the 
greatest breeding sons of Edellyn Royal Leader. In the Don Hill herd he sired many champions, sale 
tops and good cattle. Many of his sons sold in the $1,000 to $4,000 bracket, and went to all parts 
of the United States. Many daughters sold well to good herds, although the most of them were re- 
tained. His most noted son, was Edwin Royal Leader, the Iowa State Fair Champion who sired Edwin 
Leader, the $10,000 International champion.
